of the familiar barnyard fowl. How ut- 
terly Inslgnillcant are either ot these 
figures compared to 51,200,000,000, which 
it is reliably estimated Is the direct 
yparly tribute the people of this country 
pay to the support of the liquor traffic. 
A stupendous sum, and so large as to bo 
difficult of realization. It Ls nearly twice 
as large as the aggregated oapltiil of all 
our national banks, or to state it mora 
plainly. It Is equar to about 75 per cent 
ot the entire monuy, gold, silver and pa- 
per currency of the United States. 


Let this vast sum of money which is 


now spent yearly in this way, and. for 
whlch^o value is received, but, on the 
contrary. Is only adding to the sufCeving 
of the people In varied and manifold 
forms,, be turned Into the channels of 
legitimate trade, In the (purchase oE 
those things which will bring comfort 
and happiness to the home and family, 
then, I believe, tlie troubles which a'ro 
now weighing so heavily upon them will 
be largely things of the past, and until 
It [s done no real relief can be expected.

ot grave Importance, over which the 
public mind Is seriously agitated, and 
which are being pressed Ear speedy set- 
tlement. There Is the question of a 
stable, and at the same time an elastic, 
currency, equal to the demands of busi- 
ness for ever}' section of the country, 
and yet every dollar of which should be 
of equal value, and tne whole based on a 
standard equal to the best in the world. 
The United States cannot afford, with- 
out dishonor, to have money bearing,Its 
stamp Inferior to that of any country 
on the globe. 


The question of the maintenance of 


the credit o£ the govrnment, on which 
Its honor is based, and for which every 
one worthy oC the name of an Ameri- 
can citizen Is, or should be profoundly 
Jealous, Is one of vast Importance.

The question o£ favoritism in legisla- 


tion, whereby trusts, monopolies and 
corporations are fostered and protected 
to the detriment of the Interests of the 
people at large, Is a vital one, and should 
hr.ve earnest and.prompt consideration, 
.as a .mutter of common Justice to the 
oppressed people- Extravagance In ex-

So a treaty of peace was made, by

Its authority, but, as Mr. Gladstone 
stipulated. It waa to be subject-to Great 
Britain's guidance and control In itsfor- 
eljrn relations. Soon after the Gladstone 
treaty of peace wns signed, gold waa 
found in large quantities In the Trans- 
vaal. 
That Inevitably brought a new 


rush of Ultlanders. 
The Boer govern- 


ment Imposed heavy taxes on their 
mines, and stJtcial taxes on their mining 
loola, all with the Idea of driving them 
off. 
But the mines have paid so well

lougliiiy was sentenced to 10 months, 
White to seven months, and the other 
t!..-£enilants to three months' Imprison- 
ment each. None of tliq prisoners will 
he. compiMlcd to do hard labor during 
their incarceration. 


The conviction of Jameson and hi3 as- 


Kocl:ttes, notwithstanding the Hfflit sen- 
lencubi Imjjosed, is a triumph ot" Justice. 
The monstrous character oC this raid Is 
not Cully understood in this country, be- i 
CSIUHC, iierhaps, most people have ac- 
ti-ijted the notion that Transvaal was a 
vassal KLutc, ansv/erable somehow to 
Great Britain tor Its action. As a mat- 
ter of fact, England has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with tho Internal affairs of the 
republic. The raid, as shownnby the evi- 
dence produced by the trial o'f Jameson, 
was an unprovoked attempt of Cecil 
Ilhoclea and hie followers to seize the 
country, In order to steal the gold mines 
it contained. The alleged grievances of 
the Ultlanders, which were used as an 
excuse for this assault, were the la\vy o£ 
the land, and such as any sovereign 
country has a right to enact. 


It was In 1SSO that the Boers began to 


)je badly troubled with the Ultlanders' 
Invasion. 
Their old adversaries, 
the 


IJvltish, having extended Ihelr 
pro- 


tectorate over Ziiluland, began a move- ' 
riient in that year to annex the Trans- 
vaal. A convention packed by British 
Inlluences met at Pretoria, the Boer 
capital, and went through the forms of 
voting for annexation to Great Britain. 
J i u t the tenacious burghers wore not to 
!jo thus stampeded, 
Tricy no sooner 


hcurd what had been done, and that a 
body of 400 British troops had been or- 
dered up to occupy Pretoria, than they 
took to the field with their deadly rifles. 
The British troops never reached Pre- 
toria. In one small, but stubborn fight 
after another the Boers beat back the 
queen's soldiers, a,nd linally 
inflicted 


upon thorn the sanguinary defeat of 
Majuba hill. 


So a treaty of peace was made, by 


which the Transvaal republic preserved 
its authority, but, as. Mr. Gladstone 
stipulated, it was to be subject to Great 
Britain's guidance and control in its for- 


• eipn relations. Soon after the Gladstone 
treaty or peace was signed, gold was 
round Jn large quantitles In the Trans- 
vaal. 
That Inevitably brought a new 


rush of Ultlanders. The Boer govern- 
ment imposed heavy taxes on their 
mines, and special taxes on their mining 
tools, all with the Idea of driving them 
oft. 
But the mines have paid so well 


that. In spite of all these taxes, the I7H- 
landers kept on coml^/r. 
On Dec. 26, 


3S55, tho National unidii of the Trans- 
vaal, of which Charles Seward was chair- 
man, issued a manifesto at Johannes- 
burg, in which they declared they would 
labor for these ends: 


1. The establishment of a republic as 


a true republic, under constitution ap- 
proved by the whole people. 


2. An equitable franchise ana fair 


representation. 


3. The equality of the Dutch and Eng- 


lish languages. 


•j. The responsibility to the legislature 


n£ the heads of the great departments.

ties. 


C. The establishment of independent 


courts of Justice, with adequate pay for 
the Judges, which shall be properly se- 
cured. 


7. Liberal education. 
S. An efficient civil; service, with an 


adequate pay and pension system. 


9. Free trade :n African products 
On Doc. 2S, IS'JO, the alleged appeal to 


Dr. Jameson from the Ultlanders in the 
Transvaal was reported to have been 
sent, and thu next day Jameson and his 
party started for -.he Transvaal. The 
third day the British..and others at Jo- 
hannesburg, instead of marching to 
Janieson's assistance, sent'to President 
Kruger and obtained concessions. On 
Dec. 31. while Jameson was still march- 
Inff on, Uercules-Koblnson. imperial gov- 
ernor OL Cape Colony, issued a procla- 
mation calling on JoyaT subjects of the 
queen to disown Jameson 
and 
keep 


tranquil. On the first .clay of the new 
year Jameson was met by the Boers at 
Krugersdorn and defeated, on Jan, 2 
he was again defeated at Doornkop, 
and on Jan. 3 he was In Jail. 


At the moment of the failure of this
